Landis' Anecdote About Hawley. 


In January," 1901, when there were 


89 many deadlocks in state legislatures 
in the endeavor to elect senators of 
the United States, Charley Landis of 
Indiana told me this: ''Some time ago 
two little girls were strolling through 
the capitol to see the sights. Finally 
they reached the big doors of the sen- 
ate chamber and started to go in, but 
one of the assistant doorkeepers'stop- 
ped them. Still they lingered near till 
that particular doorkeeper vacated his 
post. About that time General Joseph 
R. Hawley, senator from Connecticut, 
came through the b'ig doors out of the 
senate chamber and happened *to stop 
near the doorkeeper's cbair to'light a 
cigar. The little girls espied him and, 
attracted by his kindly face, sidled 
up to him, r,*v1 one cf them astonished 
him by asking, 'Mister, how much 
does it cost to get""into the senate?' " 
Judge rzuoker's Story. 


Hon. W. W. Rucker of Missouri, who 


was for many years a nisi prius judge, 
thus describes a tilt "which took place 
between two lawyers In his court: 


"The defendant's counsel asked leave 


to file an answer in vacation, to which 
the plaintifTs counsel objected, and the 
court ordered the aiiswer filed at once. 
The attorney for the defendant insist- 
ed that he could not file his answer in- 
stanter, as his client resided some ten 
miles away, and he (the attorney) had 
forgotten the exact facts he wished to 
set up in his pleading, and he appealed 
to opposing counsel to agree to extend 
the time for him to plead.

Watertown, N. Y., June 2—The 


first spring bed ever made was re- 
cently unearthed from a lot of rubbish 
in a garret where it was stowed 
many years ago byihe inventor, Jas. 
Liddy. It consists of a series of par- 
allel slats, between each pair being 
firmly bolted a buggy spring of the 
end variety, the matress having bee"n 
laid upon the upper tier of slats. 


Liddy, then a boy, was an apprentice 


in a blacksmith shop. Apprentices in? 
those days were expected to furnisi 
their own be,ds, bedding, crockery, etc 
Mr. Liddy received $3 a monta, and 
slept on an old four poster bedstead 
with rope cording. 


One day during the noon hour the 


apprentice sat in a buggy that stood 
in front of the shop, ^here it had 
been left for repair, and was watch- 
ing a game of ball, "three old cat," as 
it was called. He enjoyed the easy 
springing motion of the seat, and the 
idea occurred to him that a bed that 
was as- easy and springy as the buggy 
seat would be a great improvement on 
the rope bedstead. He hunted up a 
lot of old end buggy springs, fitte4 
them with slats and set his contriv- 
ance on the frame of his four poster. 
Thereafter he slept upon his spring 
bed, after a hard day's work in his 
smithy, and was so reluctant to leave 
his couch that many mornings his mas 
ter, after calling his 'prentice boy sev 
eral times to light the fire in the forge 
would threaten to smash the "buggy 
bed" with a sledge hammer. 


Mr. Liddy used the buggy sprin 


bed for several years and then con 
trived one with spiral springs. Wheth 
et there were contemporaneous inven 
tions of the springs-bed is not known 
but it is certain that none were 
brought to Watertown for many year: 
thereafter and Liddy claims the inven 
tion, although it never occurred to him 
at the time that he:had mafle anything 
patentable.

SUBDIVIDES A MOLECULE. 


Washington Scientist Say« He Has 


Also Identified Sew Ion. 


Some unique discoveries in physical 


chemistry ha-\ e recently been made by 
XOM! Monroe Hopkins, B S. M. S, of 
the Columbian university of Washing- 
ton, says the Chicago Inter Ocean. He 
gars that he has subdivided a mole- 
cule 


In addition to this in research work 


upon the electiical and magnetic prop- 
erties of those minute electrically 
charged bodies called "ions" by modern 
scientists Professor Hopkins broaght 
to light for the first time the identifi- 
cation of a new ion with the establish- 
ment of the fact that a chemical mole- 
cule may form more than two kinds of 
ions, depending upon conditions. 


He has shown that ions are influenc- 


ed directly by friction and has suc- 
ceeded in stopping them and slowing 
them up at will through the applica- 
tion of friction 
and starting them 


again upon their journeys as readily 
as if but a handful of marbles. The 
ions may be moved by static induction, 
and by a novel application of a delicate 
galvanometer the -existence of ''free 
ions" may be proved.
